common chilled cast iron wheels, there is 
an economy in the use ot the Allen wheel.

Ths latter is 
made of pressed paper pulp, so hard it 
cannot be cut .or even scratched with a 
sharp knife. This is covered with plates 
of heavy steel, bolted together -with a 
number of steel bolts.

Thesfite bounty on wolf scalps has 


caused 
a 
good 
many 
persons 


in Grant and Ouber counties to engage in 
the business of raising wolves for gaiiv 
and thoro havo asked for an increase in 
the bounty that the industry may become 
more profitable for them. But a^bill hns 
been introduced in the assembly provid- 
ing that the bounties shall be: Wolf; 85; 
wild oat and lyux, S3; fox, $2. Whoever 
kills the animal is required to exhibit the 
carcass within sixty days, and obtain a 
certificate from tho chairman of tho town 
board, who removes and destroys the 
scalp. The bounty claimant is required 
to make an oath that he has never spared 
tho life ot such an animal. The latter 
clause is inserted to cover the caseot rais- 
ing the animals for bounty' purposes. 


The legislature Is not paying much at- 


tention to the rule cutting off nevi busi- 
ness.' Nearly every member can get leave 
to introduce a new bill. 


In the senate the bill to prevent the 


carrying of pistols and revolvers by mi- 
nors, which has been once killed, and tho 
vote reconsidered, was very essentially 
amended and ordered engrossed and read 
a third time. 


An important amendment to tho bill 


relating to elevators in hotels 
and 


other buildings has been offered by Sen- 
ator Cottrill, and has been adopted.

provides that all elevator passages shall 
bo provided with iron doors at every 
story, of the building, opening and clos- 
ing automatically as the elevator rises or 
descends. Tho design is to cut off all 
possibility of a drought from these fuuel- 
shaped openings, in case of fires, thus, so 
far as the elevator is concerned, confining 
the fire to tho story where it originates.

The w»ter 
in tho mine was rapidly rising, »nd tho stealthy 
stream had swollen into a roaring torrent Tho 
miners had received a late warning, and they 
started, some toward the main shaft and others 
toward the air sbaftja little west of it Tho 
tide nict thorn boforo mora thau twenty 
had

oslt. 
Some 


had lingered to wurn fi-ionda sr to col- 
lect -loo-IB, The rushing water, which was 
descending liko an Alpine torrent, with the im- 
petiis given to it by a full of eighty-five feet, 
struck many of tho unfortunate victims, whirl- 
ing them away, and dashing them agimtft tho 
blackened roof with irresistible force. Some 
struggled on with the soothing water up to 
thoir arm pits, but at points where the roof 
eloped downward thoy found the waves touch- 
ing tho top, and recognized tho terrible fact 
they woro to dio like rats 111 that terriblo under- 
ground trap. One man divod three times un- 
dor tlio sloping roof and liually rose in the 
main shaft and climbed into an elevator, lie 
was a good swimmer and knew the locality per- 
fectly, houoo ho WHM the only one of those 
whom the waters h.icl shut off who escaped 
when hope had deserted every one else.

With perhaps twenty exceptions tho mon who 
escaped made their egresa into the opon air 
through tho air shaft The number drowned 
is ascertained to bo about seventy-five—the fate 
of ono or two strangerijr,boing in doubt. All 
the men tell tho eama story of a panic- 
stricken crowd rushing bHnd'ly against tho 
waters in tho dark, tho lights having boon ex- 
tinguished. The men would tumble over one 
another aud some would fall back into the 
waters. Some got as -far as tho ladder of the 
escape shaft and then fell back exhausted. 
Others were carried ijp by thoir stronger com- 
panions. Some who could havo escaped lost 
thoir wits entirely, and wandered aimlessly 
through tho roadway, or were pushed aside by 
thoir follows who. woro determined not to be 
lost Many of tho men reported stopping on 
lifeless bodies as thoy waded through the wa- 
ter, while in places whoro it had risen higher 
the corpses floated by them. In the labyrinth 
of passageways through the coal-pit many of 
the men became confused aud lost thoir bear- 
ings entirely. In several instances they ttmiod 
and ran directly opposite tho way which led to 
at least a chance of safety.

The scene at tho month of tho main shaft 


canaot bo pictured in all ita terriblo reality.

Only a score of men came to the top, when it 
wae'loarnod that tho shaft Wiis filling up, and 
that no moro could come. The fear-blanched 
faces of thoso woman, the cries of distress in 
th« atrange; pathetic scotch dialect, tho blind 
efforts at rescue made by tho few men, their 
prayers and oaths commingled—all this com- 
bined to.malto .a vivid relloetion abovo the 
ground of tho agony suffered in the 'caverns 
below. A rush was made for the air-shaft 
when tho main wae swamped.

At tho end of his 
medical rope, determined to ascci'talii the true 
character of the disease, he sold his little 
property and went to Europe. lie traveled 
through England, France and Germany, and 
gleaned BO Information. Acting upnn'a Mm 
received la Paris, he passed through Denmark 
Into Norway. Near the coast, whore theiruUu 
Dtaple of food was dried fish nnd suit meats, 
he visited a lazaretto. 
Its Inmates were im- 


mured for life. There was no mistaking tho 
lymptoma. They were suffering from the same 
disease as Mrs. Gardner and Mrs. Landry.. H 
was leprosy, and was iucurablc. On hli return 
to Mlramlchl Dr. Mackey found tbe scource 
eating1 Into the community like a cancer. 
Promptactlon wasneccssary. Mrs. Gardner's 
finger* had dropped off at the joints and her 
»kin was dry Rud flaky. Mrs. Landry was In a 
worse condition. Her eyesight was gone, aad 
«ha exhibited unmistakable syptome of ele- 
phantiasis, Tlie young- physician sounded the 
alarm. The interest of the oldest practi- 
tioners was aroused. One or two scoffed at 
the Idea Of leprosy, and asserted that Lhe uis- 
.casB \ronld yield to remedies employed 
In 


scrofulous and similar complaints. Their ot 
nerimtntii, however, verified llic young doc- 
itor'a <Jl»covery, and the community was 
ftb.0ffonfr.hly star tied. There were seventy-eight 
toUM In one section In a year. Tl'.c Provincial 
¥vli&m*n.t was spurred to action under per- 
paval appeals ol ihe members fro;n Mlruuiiclil. 
JA bdl establishing a lazaretto was passed. 
(BBondrake Island, dotting a bay on the no>th- 
pui eout ot the Province, was tho spot sc- 
fcect»fl. Itwaian iiolaied Island, ofl ull lines 
«t trove). Here buildings were erected, with 
fearred windows. A strict search forall tainted 
With leprosy was made, nnd tliey were confined 
«a this Island. 
Scores of tho unfortunate 
wretches were captured. The laz-.iretto was 
tinder the choree of two men, who seemed to 
te destitute ol all feeling. No cars, was given 
the lepers. They were mostly Ignorant French 
Canadians, -who had «ked out a living by cul- 
tivating the thin soil and by flsliing. Cleanli- 
ness wo* not-a virtue. They were neither 
bathed nor dieted. Clem undcrclolhlnjr was 
distributed thrice o year. The most abject 
and squalid never removed their clothing, but 
drew the clean shirts over tbe old ones at each 
distribution. Tha sexes were not separated. 
The lazaretto wai a virtual prison forllfe. Its 
Inmates rotted like murrtilued sheep. It was 
the horror o£ the-»djacenl parishes. Occasion- 
ally a poor, wretch eic-iped and appealed to 
thoso outside for protection. Every face was 
turned from him. He desecrated everything1 
that ho touched. Even the fence that lie leaned 
ajralnet, while telling hla pitiful story, w&s 
contaminated. If he drank from a spring'the 
Bprtnjf TTUB polioncd. If a cup of milk wau 
given "aim the cup was broken as soon as- 
dr&lued. A walking upas tree, frclphtiiifr the 
atmosphere with Its poison, would not hare 
Deon regarded with more horror, 
lie was 


either recaptured or urlven back to the l:iza- 
rclto by hung«r. TVorse than all this, lepurs, 
la whom the seeds of tho disease were fructify- 
ing, were-concealed by friends and reluilves. 
Tho laztretto was regarded as more of. a prison 
than a hospital. A commitment disgraced a 
family fur more than a commitment to tl:e 
pcnltcutlavy. 
Fathers and mothers endan- 


gered themselves aud their families In the 
effort to shield a favorite son or daughter. It 
was a dlsjtraco to be hidden, and not to be 
mode public.

The lazaretto was removed to Tracadic, on 


tho boy of that name, -about 1S40. Ilc.-e the 
treatment of the unfortunates was a little 
better, but there was an utter lack of. cleanli- 
ness uutll fourteen years ago, when thcSUters 
of Mercy took sole charge. They found tho 
Inmates dying-In filth aud misery. They in- 
augurated new treatment They tore out the 
iron bars from the windows. Tho leper? were 
bathed each day and their ulcers were care- 
fully dressed. - The bandages were washed and 
the clothes of the unfortunates were kept 
scrupulouBleesly neat and'clean. They were 
allowed the freedom of, the grounds.- TUe 
fifties Trete separated, llatious ot tobacco 
were given to the mcn~ A sail boat was 
bought and parties of the lepers were allowed 
to po sailing and flshlnp. Nor was the body 
alone entertained. 
The Sisters administered 


tothe-mlnd. The lepers-no longer brooded 
day and night over tdelr unfortunate condi- 
tion. Some o£ their number plajed the violin 
and they danced to Us tnualc. A sure death 
was thus robbed ot some of its terrors. When 
: tho provinces-were confederated iritheDo- 


'• minion of Canada the lazaretto passed under 
the control of the Federal Government. The 
;Slaters, however, remained in charge, recelv- 
.liiE a miserable plttancelrom the Government 
.for their labors. The rigor of the law was 
softened by Fr. Joseph Ai Bablneau, pastor of 
the little Catholic Church at Tracadle.

cases of leprosy were reported he visited the 
afnicte.l and prepared their minds for the In- 
evitable. They usually entered'the lazaretto 
with resignation aud submitted to their fate 
without a murmur. Where tlie good father's 
efforts failed the stroug- arm of tlie law was 
Invoked, and they were seized like criminals 
and Imprisoned forllfe.

they dropped Into tho grave hopeful of R bet- 
ter world to come. 


X VISIT TO THE LEPEJl COLONY. 


Tracadle can only be reached by n llfty-flve 


mile drive from the Newcastle Station on the 
llallrond between Halifax and Quebec. A 
gentleman who recently miule a visit to the 
place furnishes R most graphic and touching 
picture of the melancholy sights which he wit- 
nessed. Tlie visitor, accompanied by a friend, 
•was taken In charge by n. French Cntholic 
priest, who In turn introduced them to a Sister 
of Mercy who was In charge ol the lepers. 
ACter describing tlie llttlo cluipal the vlslior 
poos on to say that tlie cemetery allotted to 
the unfortunates lies k.tlie shade o! tlie un- 
pulnted church. It (s overgrown with nhrub- 
bcry and brambles. A large, wcather-benton 
cross stands In the ceuter, a'trctcliing1 Its arms 
over tho unmarked craven. -We knocked at 
Ule noor Ol tnc parsonage. 
I 
1 r. unuiiieau was 


In the voatry, dressing for 'mass. lie was 
summoned by an attendant, and gave us H. 
gracious reception.', With.extreme courtesy 
he accompanied uo to tlio lazaretto, leaving 
his assistant, Fr. Nugent, a Jollv-fucod Irish- 
man to chaut mass. As we crossed n. rusi.Ic 
foot-bridge new the Inxnrstlo we hoard the 
plalutlvo notes ot a violin. The melody wa« 
ead and sweet, a blcudlug of the "Canadian 
Boat Sons" i.ud "Annie Laurie." The musi- 
cian was' a leper, whlllng away the weary- 
hours. Sister St. John, matron "of the laza- 
retto, la a pleasant-faced woman, about thirty- 
six years old. Founccri years among- the 
lepers have fiunlilavlacd Imr wltli their mir-. 
ners, customs and feelings. She 1ms bebn 
tlie recipient of many a story, She has cliaree 
of Hie cabinet of drugs and hus a fair knowl- 
edge Of medical jurisprudence. Sho knows 


the families tainted with tho disease 'and 
traces accurately tho relationship between tho 
allllcted. 


The same strain of blood appears to flow In 


the veins of all. A majority ot the lepers were' 
Lorn In Tracadle. 
They all come from wlthla- 


a circle of seventy miles. 
Under Sister: StV 


John's supervision au accurate record' of:the 
inmates has been kept. Since ISGSthe Sisters' 
record shows that fifty-eight out of ninety 
have (lied. There are now twenty-six In the 
instltuilon. This number Is larger than at 
auy time within fourteen years. The average 
of'life after the appearance of the disease Is 
from ten to fifteen years. .Some-..die .within 
three or four years, and there Is new a woman 
In Hie institution who has been.suffering over 
fifty years. She wus an inmate'ot the laza- 
retto on Shclldrake'Islund'forty jears ago. 
While there the. diiease 'disappeared, and It 
was supposed that-she had been cured. She 
returned to her homo In Tracadle, married and- 
had children. Twenty years afterward ithc1; 
toll-talc fpots again appeared, and she was"' 
remanded to the lazaretto. -.She is still living, 
haudless and almost sightless. A daughter, 
twenty-four veai's olu, whose Bnjars are drawn 
up like the cfawa of'a dead ' bird, has Inherited 
the scourge from the mother, and'ls now inithc 
Institution. Singular as It mayseerri, thelepers 
are subject to attacks from ordinary diseases. 
There have been deaths from jaundice and 
typhus fever. In some coses the.skin Is dry 
and clean, and In others It Is covered with 
ulcers. 'Ihose aflllcted with ulcers live jthe 
longest. Damp weather has a damaging effect, 
The patients are feverish, and complain! of 
rlieumn tic pains. They have fits "of drowsiness, 
and sleep for hours dally. In winter and sum- 
mer tliey invariably Improve. They are pecu- 
liarly sensitive. We were warned agninstuslng 
the1 word leprosy within their hearing. They 
speak of It as the "disease." Each pitlent 
apparently has in Imprcsiion that there may. 
be name mistake la his case, and that he la 
fiuJerlngfromeomc other complaint. At times 
medicine le given to relieve them from palu. 
Any unuBUil decoction seems to aHect them. 
Cases have occurred where those afflicted w;ith 
leprosy left the country before they were scut 
to-tho asylum. Two or three years ago the 
spots appeared upon two girls belonging! to 
well-known 
families, Determined to avoid 


the lazaretto the girls went to Shallac, and 
were employed .is bousliold serrante. Hearing 
of their llight, Fr. Bablueau-wrote to'Shadlic. 
Hehad observed Indications of leprosy on them, 
before their disappearance. The'girls were 
alarmed and fled to Providence, It. I. .One 
died in that city In a private family, where she 
had been engaged as 'chamher-mald. 
Fr. 


liibineau learned the whereabouts ot the sur- 
vivor, and went to Providence. After a lopff 
talk he convinced her that It was her duty !to 
return to Tracadlo and; enter-the lazaretto. 
She did so, and died within a year.

DISTRESSING CASES. . .'

The good father relates the particulars of a 


case of leprosy In a, man tsro ?«are married 
There ivere the usual forerunners of the dls 
cise. The father visited tha rnau's residence 
and talked wkh his1 wife about It. Tbo hus- 
band Insisted that it WB.S not leprosy. '•His 
wife coincided with him, but expressed'; 
dillercnt opinion to tht priest In private 
SaiisCcd, however,- thac the 
• husband, wai 


tainted, the wife left liiiii. Tic jemalned:ln 
tlie house |alor.c, Not long1 afterward, seeing 
tlie priest approaching, he took to the woods 
1'r. Hablneau overtook him and remonstratei 
with him. The man was obstinate. Uo was 
threalened will! the rigor of the law. Th 
conversation lasted two or three hours and 
the husband was finally induced to enlcr th 
lazaretto, Not-long1 ago the disease broke- 
out on the bod? of a fisherman who for twent 
years bad lived alone in i\ hut on the. Bay of 
Tracadle. 
When the priest asked him to entbr 


the luzarctto hla only objection was a fear 
that he might become lonesome. Ids Is now 
In Uie hospital, pining Tor the companionship 
of nature, -A more distressing case occurret 
two months ago. 
The death spots appeared 


on the mother of four little children. The 
priest repeatedly talked with her and she 
\vas llnally Induced to part with her husbaiu 
and enter the living- tomb. Her parting w'loii 
the children was very affecting, aad to this 
day t!ic father's oars hoar cries of "Mjim 
mumimi!" Tho family Is Isolated, the chil- 
dren have uo playmates and tlia neighbors 
Rlinn the place as though It was the neat of ju 
jiesiileucc. 


IS ITIE rlSEAJE CONTAGIOUS? 


The disease IB suld lo be contagious, but W;e 


eoulii learn of no well authenticated Instance 
of contusion. Xoua of the Sisters have shown 
the. least symptoms of leprosy, alttioiiTh twp 
have waited upon tlio patients for fourteen 
years. They Uike llie greatest precautlop 
ugaliistls. There Is only one eaeo on record 
n'lmsbivud and wife who wore confined in. i 
Institution fit the same tlrnu. They were coua- 
Ins. 
Wives "'Lo IIRVC had children by leprous 


husbands have married on the death of their 
liusbaiiils. Some of the children by the flrsfc 
huibaml wcie infected, nnd those by the second 
escaped. In a recent cost) the disease did not 
appear until the third generation, Then It 
broke out on the body of a man of herculean 
strength. Tlin native families ot French de- 
scent seem tohcsulisllcd tbut It Is contagious, 
The victims of the disease are first visited by 
tlielr near relatives, but as the seasons roll on, 
the visits are less frequent, and at last ceaso 
altogether. 
Husbands forget their wives; 


mothers forgct-thelr children, and vice versa. 
Not long ago a poor boy of nineteen broke out 
of UiolnzaretLo at night, and walked twenty- 
rive miles to see hi« mother. 'He remained 
home a1 few hours, and returned with a less 
aching heart, The lepers all express a willing 
noss to work, but many of them are unable to' 
do so. The Sisters arc allowed only a pittance 
lo feed them. They have meat on Monday, 
Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday, and flsh on 
Friday. Seldom, If ever, do tiiey see fresh 
beef. They nblior mutlon and veal. Fresh 
•pork Is the meat mostly eaten.' Three of the 
lepers play the violin, and each appears to be 
nrobltious to excel the others. 
HOIUlini,E PECULIARITIK3 OF TFTE PHEASE. 


The lungs become aUected. The hair fulls 


from the eycbrowp.1 The voice la liusky. In 
some coses there is a lose of feeling In the 
hands and armi. A girl rested'hor wrist on a 
red-holstoveaud was seriously burned, with- 
out the least sensation. Cuts with the Unite 
bleed, but give .no pain.' At times the skin 
seems to be clled with steel lillugB. Then it 
cracks open to the bone and gradually shrivels 
owny. 
When the liver and tlio langa become

As we eutered the male 
ward ten of tho unfortunates were arising 
from dinner.

On an Iron ' 
cot within ten fcoc ot the tnble aatu pitiful 
object. Ills flesh looked like fakes of sulphur 
mo'.ilcd into the shape of anuu. He had been 
In bed over a year. Although but fifteen years 
old he looked like aman of seventy. Nothing 
In the wards on Blackwell's Island equals this 
scene; yet the Sisters said that the patient was 
much better than he liad been. A3 we entered 
the apartment a heavy black-bearded- mnn, 
clad in a blue woolen shirt, turned his face 
from us, picked up a black clay pipe 'and 
moved In the sunlight, through the open 
door. Toor fellow, his misfortunes were his 
own, and he sought uo sympathy from the 
outer world. He was Michael Duaron, tile 
lone Ssuermnn, who had-eiprcssed the fear ot 
being lonesome before entering the lazaretto. 
The windows were open and a cool breeze 
from the sea-was felt. There were ton other 
males in the vnrd'.-AlVbut the miserable being 
on the bed 'ranged ttcmsclvcs in line with 
boM'sil lio.adu •"'d Gwected cqjiutenauc.es.

Tlio Sisters then conducted us upstairs to 


tlie female ward. Fourteen women and girls, 
in all utasrei of'.emaclatlou, stood In line with 
clasped hands nnd eyes cast down. Sisters 
aud cousins wore among them. All were In 
Boroe way related to' the men below. They 
\vero not disposed to be communicative- One 
woman, nearly eighty years old, overheard 
Sister St, John calling our attention to the 
fact that she was concealing her hands under 
hcruprou. She Iluu^ up hcraprou.wlth spite- 
ful energy, andextenilcd the withered stumps, 
accompanving the action with bitter words, 
She had no hands. Her heart was touched by 
our expressions of sympathy. She was the 
womtin roleiisoil from Sliclldnikc Isl-.uwl forty 
years ago under the supposition th:it she had 
been cured. She 
callud to her side her 


diiujrhter, a pleas:int-fn.ccd woman, twenty- 
four years old. Her lingers were talons In 
appearance, aud her hands were withering, 
losing the joints one by one, the same as her 
mother had dotie. In the dormitory we saw a 
female dwarf only twcnty-cightyeors old. Sho 
looked to be ninety. Her eyes were slglillesa, 
and her face misshapen an<l totally unlike the 
face ot a unman being. It was the face of a 
person suffering from tlie worst form of 
elephantiasis. Despite our remonstrances, ibe 
urosc to receive us. Sad at hear: we turned 
nway. The alllictcil woman, in low tones, 
bade us jrood-by as we wont down stairs.—-
